Several 
years before his dead he gave properly 
worth approximately a million dollars 
to endow the Litlle Rock Junior col- 
lege. 


The inventory, filed by Mrs. Dona- 


ghey, listed $5000 worth of real esUle 
here, $54,965,32 in personal properly 
and $3750 in other holdings.

Nevertheless, as v/e grow old, there 


are sometimes falls or accidents which 
result in a fracture or breaking of this 
bone. In the aged, particularly, 
this 


is' a most serious matter. 


For almost 50 years the specialists 


in surgery and in orthopedic surgery 
have been concerning themselves with 
working out suitable methods of treat- 
ment for this injury. The results of 
their labors have introduced some in- 
genious, well-nigh unique, methods 
into the practice of medicine. 


One of the operations is called a 


bone graft. In that operation the tis- 
sues are opened, the ends of the two 
parts which will not unite are fresh- 
ened, and then a graft is inserted up 
the side of the bone. This graft is 
material which is taken from the bones 
of the lower half of the leg. The graft 
completed, the leg is put into a cast 
and held until the tissues have healed. 


In another operation the 
broken 


parts are fitted together as a carpen- 
ter would fit together th« parts of a 
box, dovetailing one fragment into the 
other. 


In a third operation a new head Is 


made for that part of the bone which 
forms the pelvis. This new head fits 
into the socket. 


There are several modifications of 


all of these operations. In many new 
procedures involving fractures it is 


. to use pins or nails, which 


are put into the tissues to hold the 
broken parts in place until suitable 
healing has occurred. 


The particular branch of surgery 


known as orthopedic surgery has come 
to be one of the most interesting in 
medicine. 
It involves particularly a 


.study of mechanics. These specialists 
concern 
themselves 
not only with 


broken bones but also with inflamma- 
tions of the joints; with paralysis such j 
as occurs after infection with menin- 
gitis or infantile paralysis; with flat 
feet; with the posture of the human 
being; anl, in fact, with everything 
that concerns the mechanics of the 
human body. 


By their wr>rk the orthopedic spec- 


ialists have done much to free human 
beings from pain and suffering. They 
have repaired the crippled and made 
it possible- for them to live normal 
lives.
